He died in the Imperial Palace at York, July 25th, 306 A*D* On the obverse the laureated head of the Emperor 
with the inscription : Divo Constantio Pio,^^ on the reverse is the Altar with an Eagle on each side of it holding 
a label in their beaks between them, inscribed Memoria Felix*^^ The ceremony of the Apotheosis was conferred 
upon Constantius with all the splendour of Roman pageantry* In this ceremony an eagle, the king of birds, 
was confined near the summit of the funeral pyre. When all was in a blaze, the eagle was liberated, and, as 
an emblem of the soul, soared beyond the reach of human eye amid the shouts and prayers of the multitude* 

Constantius is said to be buried in the crypt of St* Margarets, York* This tradition is supported by the fact 
that the signs of the zodiac are carved on the arch of the ancient porch of the otherwise modern church* 

Camden tells us that a lamp was kept burning before the tomb of Constantius until after the Reformation*
